Princefles of England. At the fame time, there are 
Letters from Hanover, which feem to confirm the 
Report in Favour of the Duke of Holftein, and fay, 
that the Talk of the Prince of Hefle Caffel’s Mar- 
riage is laid afide ; but the Truth of any Report of 
this Kind, mutt be left to Time, which in all pro- 
bability will foon decide it. They add from Ha- 
nover, that they have had a pretty good Fair at 
Leipfiick, tho’ the Eaft Country Merchants were 
hindered from reforting to it, by the War betwixt 
the Mufcovites and Turks.

‘The Spaniards, 
when they heard that the Fellows were got aboard 
this Veffel, demanded them of the Englifh Vice 
Confal, who, after Mr. Skinner’s Death, had the 
Care of the Affairs of this Nation; But the Vice 
Conful refufed to deliver them, alledging, that as 
they had been concerned in the Murder of the 
Captain, they ought to be fubje& tothe fame Pu- 
nifhmenc as the reft, when tried by the Laws of 
England. The Spaniards, not fatisfied with this, 
fent a Detachment of Grenadiers on board the Englith. 
Ship, which took out the three Seamen and cetricd 
them to the Citadel of Leghorn, where they weie 
put in Irons. Upon this, the French and Datch 
Confuls at that Port, have joined [flue with the 
Englith Vice Conful, and have, in concert with him, 
congienes to the Spanifh commanding Ofhcer 
at Leghorn ; ‘ That by this Scizure, the Rights 
‘ of Foreign Flags thave been violated, and that 
* therefore they defired {peedy Satisfaction might be
